The Committee Committees reported the Board Directors 


the Association October 29, 1949, its first recommendations con- 


cerning the committee structure the Association. 

The Board approved, with slight modifications, the following recom- 
mendations the Committee which now become the policy the 
Association: 

General principles followed the appointment com- 
mittees. following general principles are recommended govern 
the appointment and operation committees the Association 
except where otherwise provided the Constitution: 

Membership. For standing committees, terms office should 
generally years, with one-third the committee retiring each year 
and member any committee serving for two successive terms. 
Longer terms service for members particular committees may 
provided with the approval the Board Directors. Representatives 
the Association boards other associations and liaison officers 
with other societies should also serve for limited terms not exceed 
years. The President-elect should designate members the com- 
mittees for the ensuing year prior the annual meeting, that meet- 
ings the committees may convened the annual meeting and the 
members may have, effect, full term office the calendar year. 
making appointments, due account should taken geographical 
distribution and representation the various age groups within the 
Association, with view increasing the participation the younger 
members the Association its committee activities. 

general rule member the Association should serve 
simultaneously two standing committees, with the possible excep- 
tion the Program Committee, the Committee Publications, 
other committees which membership otherwise specified the 
Constitution. 

Alternates should designated for Association representatives 
for liaison officers with other societies. These alternates should gain 
sufficient experience able serve the event the absence 
the designated representative. 

All committees and Association representatives shall submit 
annual reports the Secretary the Association his request, sufh- 
ciently far advance the annual meeting that they may pub- 
lished the American Statistician and may thus available the 
members the Association prior each annual meeting. 

the event that committee not specifically provided for the 
Constitution has completed its assignment has not found advisable 
meet within period two years, shall discharged. 

Advisory committees governmental organizations. 

The American Statistical Association shall appoint committees 
advise governmental other agencies technical statistical matters, 
requested responsible officers such agencies, when the subject 
matter found the Board Directors wide public impor- 
tance and therefore warrant the attention the Association. 
should the policy the Association encourage requests for such 
committees order that governmental and other research agencies 
may have the benefit disinterested technical advice from time time. 

These committees may either standing committees general 
advisory character special committees dealing with particular sub- 
ject matter, depending upon the needs the agency.

International Association for Research 
Income and Wealth 


The International Association for Research Income 
and Wealth was organized September 1947 the 
statisticians attending the Washington meetings the 
International Statistical Institute. Scholars actively work- 
ing these two fields were invited become members. 
the present time, the membership numbers 115 scholars 
residing countries. 

August 1949 the International Association held its 
first biennial conference discuss technical papers con- 
tributed its members. The discussion was centered 
around three general subjects: (1) the theory social 
accounts and recent experiences the use social ac- 
counting formulating public policy Sweden, Norway, 


Netherlands, France, Great Britain and United States; (2) 


problems the measurement the government product; 
and (3) statistical and economic problems measuring 
real national income. The International Association plans 
publish these conference papers, probably 1951. 

Statisticians interested the problems results 
measuring income and wealth would probably find the 
bibliographical services the International Association 
useful. Beginning with the first quarter 1948 the secre- 
tariat has issued quarterly mimeographed form 
annotated bibliography literature relating the meas- 
urement and uses national income and wealth and 
related variants. compiled from original reports 
submitted correspondents countries. The refer- 
ences are classified distinguish discussions 
conceptual problems from actual statistical measurement. 

These quarterly reports will supplement extended 
bibliography that now preparation. The corre- 
spondents have submitted lists annotated references 
these two fields that appeared between 1937 and 1947—in 
the cases United Kingdom and the United States cover- 
age will extend 1919. These reports are now being 
edited and compiled into single volume which will 
published probably late 1950.

26th Session the International 
Statistical Institute 


The International Statistical Institute held its 26th 
session Berne, Switzerland, September 3-10, 1949. The 
session was attended about 250 non-Swiss participants 
from more than countries all parts the world. 
There were about participants from the United States, 
including the official United States Delegation consisting 
Stuart Rice (chairman), Bureau the Budget; 
James Cavin, Bureau Agricultural Economics; 
Edwards Deming, Bureau the Budget; Joseph 
Meehan, Office Business Economics; Henry Shryock, 
Jr., Bureau the Census; and Samuel Weiss, Bureau 
Labor Statistics. 

The program the Berne session was built around 
several topics selected the Bureau the Institute be- 
cause their timely technical interest statisticians. 


comparative international food purchasing power—New training centers 
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Considerable emphasis was given the use sampling 
methods and the industrial applications statistics, and 
first steps were taken the General Assembly toward 
establishment section industrial applications. Con- 
sideration questions concerning education and training 
statistics also occupied important place the 
agenda for the session, particularly view plans being 
developed the Institute, with financial assistance from 
UNESCO, for international program for the improve- 
ment education statistics. 

part its statistical education program, the Institute 
conducted Statistical Seminar during the two 
following the 26th session—September 12-17 Berne and 
September 19-24 Geneva. The Seminar was planned 
provide refresher courses for teachers statistics and 
statistical agencies, and review well estab- 
theory, methods and procedures. The 
principal topics were measurement national income 
and national wealth, the teaching statistics, industrial 
applications statistics, experimental design, 
tical sampling. Faculty for the courses included distin- 
guished experts and specialists different statistical fields 
who were present for the Berne session.

Derksen, Simon Kuznets, and 
Robert Woodbury. 

Eight new members were clected the Institute, in- 
cluding two from the United States—Gertrude Cox 
and William Cochran. Stuart Rice (United States) 
and Jan Tinbergen (Netherlands) were reelected, respec- 
tively, President and Secretary-Gencral, and 
Allen. (United Kingdom) was Treasurer suc- 
cceed Bowley (United Kingdom), who wished 
retire. The following vice-presidents were reelected: 
Sztrem (Poland), and Jahn (Norway). The Institute 
unanimously accepted the invitation the Indian govern- 
ment hold its next session New Delhi 1951. 


Union Internationale pour Scientifique 
Population 


The Fifth Session the International Union for the 
Scientific Study Population was held Geneva, 
August September, 1949. This was the first assembly 
the Union since its reorganization the time the 
World Statistical Conferences Washington, September 
1947. that time the structure the Union was 
changed from organization autonomous national 
committees association individual scientists. 

The Geneva program included sessions problems 
relating the cultural assimilation immigrants, organ- 
ized special request UNESCO. Other scientific ses- 
sions were concerned with applications “cohort anal- 
ysis”, scientific sampling population studies, factors 
influencing natality, and the relation technological 
progress population changes especially 
chiefly agricultural.

FAO Statistics Centre Paris 


aid European governments improving their 
collection and analysis statistics relating agriculture 
and population, the Food and Agriculture Organization 
sponsoring three-month European Centre Applied 
Agricultural and Demographic Statistics Paris begin- 
ning September and continuing December 1949. 

The Statistical Office the United Nations and the 
French Government have joined with FAO organizing 
the Centre. The United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization cooperating. 

Staff members from government statistics departments 
attending the Centre will receive training designed 
assist them adapting their operations the use 
modern techniques. 

Instruction the Centre will have two principal objec- 
tives. One will improve the statistical documentation 
the participating governments; the other will 
foster methods statistical compilation which will allow 
for better international comparability statistics. 

The European Centre will directed Mr.

New output index decreed Soviet 


According Harry Schwartz, writing the New York 
Times November 27, 1949, “The Soviet Government 
has ordered abandonment the much criticized method 
calculating industrial production terms 1926-27 
prices and its replacement new index based upon 
current wholesale prices. 

“This shift was ordered decree the Council 
Ministers adopted July 28, 1948, and hitherto unpubli- 
cized, disclosed the Soviet textbook, Course 
Industrial Statistics,’ Prof. Savinski, published 
Moscow this year the State Planning 
publishing house. 

“Since the late Nineteen Twenties, Soviet gross indus- 
trial production figures used for planning and propaganda 
purposes have been obtained multiplying the amount 
each article produced its price 1926-27. Dr. Savin- 
ski indicates this replaced method based 


valuation production current wholesale prices. The 
value output current prices divided index 


wholesale prices obtain index the physical 
volume production unaffected price changes from 
year year. 

“Neither Dr. Savinski’s book other published Soviet 
sources have yet indicated whether this new method 
now being applied. Dr. Savinski says his book that the 
new technique requires the construction price index, 
which terms complicated task whose solution re- 

uires careful preparation,’ thus indicating that satis- 
actory Soviet wholesale price index existed the time 
wrote, last year. 

“No data have been released date showing the results 

obtained applying the new index current produc- 
tion. Soviet statements about industrial for the 
past several years have been confined citation per- 
increased with regard the previous year 
1940.”

The important role state and local governments 
the development statistical information na- 
tional significance was recognized the Committee 
Government Statistics and Information Services 
(COGSIS) the following recommendation (1937) 


“When basic data national concern are product 
state local administration, the original collec- 
tion such data usually should state local, 
provided that the federal agency most directly con- 
cerned can, grants-in-aid other sanctions, de- 
velop standards quality and uniformity and pro- 
mote necessary extensions subject matter, and 
coverage.” (Government Statistics, Bulletin 26, So- 
cial Science Research Council, 28.) 


Statistical experience since the Committee’s report has 
given further emphasis the soundness this recom- 
mendation. 


The federal government engaged wide variety 
highly productive statistical activities which are 
based upon the cooperation state governments. 
This cooperation may voluntary basis, 
may mandatory. The Committee cited the fields 
employment, vital statistics, health, social welfare, 
accidents, marriage and divorce, and criminal statis- 
tics. This list could now greatly extended. Ex- 
tensive experience the field agricultural statis- 
tics, for example, offers rich background for evalua- 
tion.

Voluntary reporting federal agencies state 
agencies may supplemental required reports 
altogether unrelated authoritative relationships. 
State agencies are unique sources information 
their own operations. They supply great volume 
information their activities upon request 
federal statistical offices. Particularly important for 
careful development and coordination are those fields 
statistical work which states and federal agen- 
cies have interdependent responsibilities. Here there 
opportunity for close cooperation and coordination, 
often with the state acting collecting agent. With- 
out such coordination serious danger waste- 
ful duplication work, conflicting data, and bad re- 
lations with respondents and the public. 


pointed out the COGSIS report 1937, the 
expanding activity federal and state governments 
the various phases social insurance has opened 
wide field for statistical development. Many 
the problems state-federal statistical relations are 
now well illustrated more than decade statisti- 
cal experience the area now known “employ- 
ment with its two phases insurance and 
public employment service. The remainder this 
paper will deal with aspects this field illustrative 
those relationships which believed, should 
explored other fields well. 

Federal responsibilities employment security are 
vested the Bureau Employment Security (BES) 
the United States Department Labor. This 
agency collects reports from state and territorial 
employment security agencies under authority the 
federal Social Security Act. The state agencies operate 
varied administrative settings and maintain tech- 
nical and consultative relationships through the In- 
terstate Conference Employment Security Agencies. 
Basic data employment and payrolls collected 
from business establishments state agencies for 
administrative and program purposes part under 


operative state-federal plan sponsored federally 
BES and another arm the Department Labor, the 
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Bureau Labor Statistics (BLS), and partly with 
wide latitude local discretion. Other phases 
employment security statistics are required the 
states the Veterans’ Administration connection 
with the state administered unemployment allowance 
and unemployment service program for veterans. Em- 
ployment statistics are also developed the Bureau 
Old-Age and Survivors Insurance (BOASI) the 
Social Security Administration, Federal Security Ad- 
ministration. The statistical work employment 
security agencies, turn, now increasingly in- 
volved the wider patterns labor statistics de- 
veloped federal and state agencies. 


the operation these statistical programs many 
technical issues concept, operation and end-product 
data arise which relate the work the Bureau 
the Census, various research units the Depart- 
ment Commerce, the Railroad Retirement Board, 
and, generally speaking, the interests all federal 
agencies which collect utilize the employment in- 
formation and related data. Reports state em- 
ployment security operations are direct federal re- 
sponsibility BES. This field subject, course, 
the broad coordinating responsibility the Divi- 
sion Statistical Standards (DSS), Bureau the 


Budget. 


this complicated field decade experience has 
witnessed tremendous expansion reporting, sta- 
tistics, and their applications. The record one 
experiment and negotiation, cooperation and conflict, 
struggle and compromise, the interrelated activities 
have passed through successive stages depression 
and work shortage, recovery, war, reconversion, and, 
more recently, precarious prosperity. From the sta- 
tistical experience this field now possible 
suggest few broad principles which may have 
cations for other fields federal state statistical re- 
lations well. 


Federal agencies with coordinate overlap- 

statistical jurisdictions among themselves 

and with state agencies, should invariably 

agree uniform standards for similar reporting items 

facilitate state and federal summaries and avoid 
friction and waste effort. 


Performance these respects has often deviated 
from desirable practice. Tremendous effort has been 
required repair damage resulting from uncoordi- 
nated development various aspects employment 
reporting: Continued vigilance required avoid 


losing ground areas where uniform standards 


once attained. 
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National reporting requirements should rep- 
resent accurately possible the blended 
administrative, informational 

needs state and federal agencies. 


Unnecessary deviations reporting specifications 
lead costly duplication work within the agencies 
original collection. Wise reporting standards will 
promote sound uniformity and comparability state 
reports the standards are grounded knowledge 
collection procedures and experience with sources. 
Extensive technical conference among state and fed- 
eral personnel indispensable for sound integration. 


Federal competition with state agencies should 
avoided the conduct statistical pro- 
grams. 

Where state procedures fit into sound and co- 
operatively developed pattern, the cooperating states 
are usually entitled clear priority release 
state and local data. This does interfere with the 
unique responsibility federal agencies for national 
data and its interpretation. 


Conflict over statistical jurisdiction among 

federal agencies harmful good federal- 

state statistical relations. Such conflict should 

compromised eliminated the best interests 
broad statistical programs. 


This best done clear recognition focal 
agencies with coordinating responsibilities specialized 
subject matter fields within the federal government. 
Such focal agencies should assume key responsibilities 
for determination and application the overall pat- 


tern the federal-state flow information their 
fields. 


important responsibility DSS see that 
major producer employment statistics 
mitted prerogatives which are disruptive over- 
riding scheme systematization. 


The relative significance employment, un- 

employment and labor force information cur- 

rently derived the use different methods 

collection should closely studied the federal 

government, the states, and qualified private 

research interests. Definitions and concepts should 

coordinated. This important confusing sta- 

tistical results and wasteful duplication are 
avoided. 


Labor force and labor market statistics are cur- 


rently obtained from three principal types original 


sources, 


(1) establishment reports collected from employ- 
ers; (2) administrative records public agencies;

Experimental comparative analysis the alternative 
methods labor market measurement should un- 
dertaken over period time under controlled con- 
ditions order identify and evaluate the most 
economical and effective methods obtaining needed 
information. Methods and merits obtaining statis- 
tical data by-product administration, and the 
program applications by-product data, should re- 
ceive further study. This evaluative work will 
timely well advanced before periods rapid eco- 
nomic change possible emergency. Such investi- 
gation should explore the supplemental advantages 
various methods phases over-all approach 
labor market measurement. 


now possible, under given business conditions, 
that sample estimates based household visit data 
can indicate smaller number persons unemployed 
than the number actually off payroll and drawing un- 
employment insurance benefits for the same period. 
Such discrepancies can avoided further discrimi- 
nation and adjustment the application defini- 
tions and concepts. 


State agencies are especially well suited de- 

velop statistical data for local areas, especially 

the case data the labor market. Fed- 

eral agencies should encourage and give financial sup- 

port such work when conducted conformity with 

developed standards assure comparability 
and adaptability needed national aggregates. 


Responsible state agencies are closer touch with 
local conditions and personnel than federal agencies. 
They have special stake the development local 
data. Their work gains additional prestige most 
cases collaboration with federal agencies, while 
duplication effort avoided and local goodwill 
gained this means. 


Research and statistics units state employ- 

ment security agencies should the preferred 
agencies state levels for the collection 

labor market data and development employment 
and unemployment estimates under federal-state pro- 
grams, except where well established statistical units 
state labor departments have had outstandingly 
satisfactory long-term cooperative relations with BLS 
and effective relations with state employment security 
agencies the development employment statistics. 


Preference for federal-state arrangements now 
given such agencies wherever possible. This permits 
such agencies wherever possible. This permits 
flexible use comprehensive data insured employ- 
ment conjunction with current collection sample 
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data under the auspices unified state agencies. 
Every effort should made insure comparability 
and avoid local dispute the official release state 
and local data measuring the same phenomena. 


Federal financing statistical activities con- 

ducted state agencies should planned 

and managed assure needed stability 

operations, high quality responsible personnel 
and effective initiative the state level. 


Earmarking funds for minimum state statistical 
programs required for national purposes may ad- 
visable when necessary prevent diversion such 
funds other administrative program uses the 
states. Great care must exercised that such ear- 
marking should build and not weaken independ- 
ent state initiative and responsibility for statistical 
work subject matter areas which extend far beyond 
federal needs. Participation statistical agen- 
cies state programs—i.e., those which exercise 
regulatory budgetary controls—will often con- 
structive. Financial responsibilities for general ad- 
ministrative programs involving federal state coopera- 
tion may inconsistent with the 
statistical work such, especially when budgets 
are being restricted. 


Thorough study state statistics and 

statistical relations should undertaken 

the Division Statistical Standards, the 
Bureau the Budget. 


The importance state statistical cooperation with 
the federal government justifies systematic explora- 
tion this large field. present the federal govern- 
ment not well informed with reference state sta- 
tistics except through the personnel specialized 
agencies. Best practices given area work should 
extended into other areas, and unsound develop- 
ments some fields should consciously avoided 
others. broad evaluation federal-state rela- 
tions statistics central federal agency should 
contribute better understanding, sounder policies, 
wider utilization available facilities, greater econ- 
omy and improvement statistical work. Selected 
state personnel should -participate such evaluation. 


Federal standards govern state reporting 

should determined only after thorough con- 

sultation with state technicians. Consultation 

through organized representative groups state tech- 
nicians advantageous. 


The advantages conference are abvious. Federal 
personnel centralized points, even with supporting 
services field representatives, cannot sufficiently 
expert details state operations support ac- 


curate determinations reporting standards inde- 
pendently arrived at. Since quality state report- 
ing depends upon quality state cooperation, there 
great advantage the facilitation contact be- 
tween technicians the several levels government. 


Regular programs for interchange directive, 
11, supervisory and line professional personnel 
between federal and state agencies, and among 

state agencies should fostered. 


committees should prepared issue public 
report, including summary the publications 
the Association, that the general public may have 
the benefit their observations. the case 
standing advisory committee, where recommendations 
are continuing character, the degree detail 
involved publication may the option the 
requesting agency. However, these standing com- 
mittees should prepare report their principal 
recommendations for publication the journals 
Association. 

The agency requesting advice should prepared 
defray expenses involved for members the com- 
mittee. 

Standards and Organization. 

The primary purpose the Commission Statis- 
tical Standards and Organization shall further 
higher standards statistics. 

The Commission should have rotating membership 
based 6-year term; one-third the initial mem- 
bership appointed for years, one-third for 
years, and one-third for years. Election should 
made the Board Directors after consultation 
with the Commission. shall have the right appoint 
hoc subcommittees specialists carry out its 
projects. 

The functions the Commission should be: 

provide tribunal render opinions and 
recommendations controversial issues relating 
standards employed statistical procedures and pres- 
entation statistical material. 

develop list minimum standards for 
published statistical materials. 

The Commission may undertake review con- 
troversial questions relative statistical validity 
proficiency, when asked for advice report such 
questions governmental other research bodies, 
group interested citizens. 

may review proposed undertakings and make 
recommendations relative standards when requested 
government agency, recognized research body, 
group interested citizens.

Inter-agency exchange professional personnel 
one the best ways for dissemination “best prac- 
tices” and for effecting technical coordination pro- 
grams over long period time. Exchange pro- 
fessional personnel established procedure the 
academic field, and probably presents insurmount- 
able obstacles technical fields government sta- 
tistics. Possible arrangements federal and state 
civil service and state merit systems should ex- 
plored this end. 


The Commission shall not, rule, undertake any 
new project without approval the Council except 
emergencies, when the Board Directors may pass 
upon the project. may undertake investigations 
projects statistical standards only those in- 
stances where the public interest, domestic inter- 
national, concerned. shall consider the advisa- 
bility investigating such matters with view 
pointing out the public such inadequacies 
technique and presentation may find. 

The Commission should eventually develop 
code ethical practices statistical work. 


The Committee still has under consideration the 
section committees and the review functions 
other existing committees the Association, together 
with problems the committee structure the 
Association for the future. 

The Committee will report the Council its 
annual meeting the standards for the election 
fellows referred under resolution passed the 
last annual meeting. 

Since the Committee Committees standing 
committee, charged under the Constitution with broad 
responsibility for the periodic review the functions 
the committees the Association, there will 
continuing reports the Association intervals. The 
Committee Committees will greatly appreciate any 
comments from the membership with reference the 
addition committees which would seem advisable

For example, simple-appearing 
chart may meaningless the reader 
because the concept behind beyond 
his comprehension. important 
remember, therefore, that some the 
graphic forms classified this article 
moderately casy understand 
moved into the “difficult” class when 
they present difficult concepts.

special training for their understanding, 
and such cases the relative difficulty 
intrinsic. Curves plotted double 
logarithmic paper probability 
paper are typical examples this type. 

The table below shows two-way 
classification graphic devices, which 
the degree difficulty was determined 
primarily the basis graphic form 
but was weighted where appropriate 
the relative difficulty the basic con- 
cept behind this form. 

such brief exposition this, 
has been necessary, course, over- 
simplify the problem. However, even 
this Summary treatment the subject 
may helpful focusing attention 
the important problem selecting the 
form presentation best suited the 
training and understanding the audi- 
ence.

ing the fact that persons with only 
moderately different training and experi- 
ence frequently see and understand 
given presentation differently. 

true that many forms presen- 
tation, although beyond the training 
the reader listener, can explained 
interpreted him. the other 
hand, intensive excursions from the sub- 
ject explain the instrument presen- 
tation are certainly undesirable. More- 
over, some the more difficult graphic 
forms cannot explained the spot, 
but can understood only after the 
reader’s mind has been prepared re- 
ceive them, step step, over consid- 
erable period learning. 

There another argument for not 
trying force advanced graphic 
form upon the unready reader: surpris- 
ingly often, two more elementary 
forms can used tell essentially the 
same story. Whenever the 
audience cannot assumed have the 
same background training 
author, this less often more 
successful approach should explored.
